year of our Lord One Thousand Nine Hundred and Seventy Two, 
between the City of Long Branch, a Municipal Corporation of the 
State ot New Jersey and the Long Branch Patrolman's Ganevolent 
Association Local Bo. 10. 

WHEPEAS, the "tv/or and the Business Administrator of the 
City of Long Branch have negotiated with the membera of the Long 
branch Patrolmen's Benevolent Association for a contract between 
the City of Long Branch and the members of the Police Department 
and, 

WISHSAS, a proposed contract negotiated be tween the Mayor and 
the Business Administrator and the Long Branch Police Department 
has been approved by the City Council of the City of Long Branch 
pursuant to a resolution adopted. 

MO?7, THEMRFOPS;, the parties involved do agree as follows: 

1. Probationary patrolmen commencing service with the City 
of Gong Branch shall commence sain service at a salary of 
33,500.00, which shall be thair salary during their first year of 
service. After one year, the salary of said patrolmen shall be 
increased to $g,or>n.r>o for the second year of service. After 
the second year of service the salary said patrolmen shall receive 
be increased to 51,101.DO par year. After the third year of servi 
the salary said patrolman receive shall 
H nor vear. 


he increased to $10,000.00] 


2. A matrolman who is a permanent employee of the City of 
Long Branch and who \? assigned to the- Detective Bureau shall 
receive a salary of 51^,300.00 per year. 

3. Sergeants in toe Long Branch Police Department, both in 
the Uniform and Patactive Division, shall receive $10,BOG.00 oer 
year. Lieutenants, both, in the Uniform and Detective Division of 
the Long Branch Police Department, shall rcceiva $11,300.00 per 
year. Captains in the Long Branch Police Department, both in the 
Uniform and Detective Division shall receive a salary ‘of $12,000.0] 
per year. 

4. The basic \ or v week for uniformed patrolmen of the Long 
Branch Police Department is 40 hours per week. Tino and a half 
at the base pay rate will be paid fer ail hours worked over 40 
hours per week. Training time shall not be considered as overtime! 
Uniformed sergeant^ and members of the detective bureau shall not 
ba paid overtime unless approved by the Director of Public Safety. 
Staff Officers (Lieutenants and higher ranks) shall not be paid 
overtime unless an;:roved by the Director of Public Safety. 

5. Ko longevity prneRts shall be included in the base pay 
provided for in this contract for purposes of computing overtime. 
Overtime shall be computed solely on the basis of the base pay setj 
forth in this contract. 

f>. Tir-fj sror.t b ,r Police officers in the Long Branch Municipal 
Court while said officers are not on duty shall be compensated with 
straight tim> or ccTpensatory straight tino at the option of the 
Director of Public Safetv.

one year to fifteen years shall be provided a vacation of 15

regard to the police officers serving with the Long Branch Police 
Department, which longevity plan shall provide that every five 
years a s^ro.go increment shall be added to the pay received by 
the said police officer. Tills increment of longevity shall not be 
included, r r. con nutations of payment for overtime, which computatio 
shall be ’ a »d solely on the bass pay provided for in this cor.trac

Tf the grievance is not settled to the 
satisfaction of th? oo'-.loyea in Stop T, he may regnant a hearing 
before t Thief Administrative Officer. Petition must bo made 
vitain 72 hours following the hearing in Step I. TL.o decision of 
the Chief mini strati ve Officer with respect to tha. grievance 

shall bo final.
